is termed perfect "copy," and especially 
is this true of the latest and most up- 
to-date styles of photoftruplks.. A photo- 
graph made in war times is apt to he 
better for reproduction than one made

old-fashioned 
gloss .'paper, with 


sharp contrasts, gives clearer details than 
does the modern artistic photograph 
with its filmy, uncertain details, done 
in a color which may not reproduce well 
by photography. 
The preparation of 


these pictures for the engraver forms a 
large part of the work of the art de- 
partment. 


The Engraver's First Step. 


The engraver hns received the photo- 


graph of the market housed together 
with instructions as to size and style 
of finish (whether square, oval or out- 
lined) nnd information as to the time 
the cut is to be completed. He goes into 
his dark room, where, as in Fig. 5, his 
first step is to prepare :i sensitized wet 
plate. 
For this a base of collodion is 


used, and the plate is immersed in a 


f erring to Fig. 9 the. printing frame (G) 
is seen, containing the negatives (I) 
against which is squeezed the sensitized 
zinc. 
A strong light is thrown upon 


and through the negatives from two 
powerful electric lamps set but a few- 
inches away. The light passes through 
the "holes'" or dots in these negatives, 
and when the exposure is ended and the 
zinc plate tak,en out, a faint impression 
of the image, may be seen on the zinc. 


Inking the Plate. 


The next step is the "rolling up" or ink- 


ing of this zinc plate, as shown in 
Fig. 10. The plate is pluccd upon a 
flat surface, and an ink roller carrying 
a special etching ink, similar to printing 
ink, 
is passed over the surface repeat' 


edly until every fractional part is thor- 
oughly and evenly covered. The plate 
is then but a piece of ink-covered metal 
It is then placed under a water faucet, 
and here a transformation takes place. 
As the engraver, with a piece of soft 
cotton, gently washes away the ink 
from the zinc plate (Fig. 11),, it is found 
that the ink adheres only to the parts 
which are to print black in the news- 
paper. In fact, the plate at this time 
looks us if it were a piece of silvered 
paper containing the prints from half- 
tone cuts.

But the lines on the half- 
tone screen r.re placed -close together—' 
in newspaper work a screen containing 
65 of. these lines to. the inch is used. 
The fineness or coarseness of the screen 
determines the kind of halftone which 
will result. This screen is placed just 
in front of the wet plate': in the plate 


Powdering the Plate. 


The next step is the powdering of the 


plate (Fig. 12)., This is the part of the 
process in wihch the engraver prepares 
to protect certain portions of the plate 
against the ravages of the destructive 
nitric acid which enters the process at 
the next step. It should be remembered 
that photo-engraving is a 
process of 


| destruction — an acid which xcauses zinc 


" to dissolve and disappear is given a 
chance to eat away sections of the zinc, 
but other sections are protected. It is 
this protected part . that forms the 
printing surface while the eaten-away 
parts are those portions which show 
white in the final printing. 


The operation at Fig. 12 is the brush- 


ing, of a finely-powered resinous powder, 
known as dragon's blood upon the sur- 
face of the zinc. The powder adheres 
to the etching ink, but slides off the 
smooth places. 


"'Burning In" the Plate. 


When the powdering process has been 


completed, the engraver grasps the plate 
with a pair of pliers and holds it over 
a gas flame, (Fig. 13). The heat melts 
the dragon's blood, making those por- 
tions proof against the action ^of nitrii 
acid. 
The back of the plate is then 


painted with asphaltum to prevent th< 
acid from destroying. the zinc from tha' 
direction, and the metal is then placec 
in a rocking acid tub (Fig. -13) where 
the acid begins at once to eat away the 
unprotected portions of the zinc. The 
tubs are rocked 
automatically 'by ' a

These are all printed from 
zinc etchings. 
The difference in the 


printed results is that while the half- 
tone is made up of dots, the zinc etching 
print is composed of distinct black lines 
against a white background. And this 
difference in the printed result indicates 
the difference in the two kinds of "copy" 
used. 


A halftone is made from a photograph, 


a wash drawing, a painting or some aim 
ilar kind of "copy," in which the lights 
and shades,blend gradually into each 
other. 


A zinc etching is made from a pen 


drawing, a piece of type printing, or 
some piece of "copy" made up of definite, 
distinct, separate black lines. 


If you were to take 
a, soft, black 


leadpencil and make a distinct line with 
it, this line could be made into a zinc 
etching. If you were then to rub your 
finger over the pencil line and spread 
the color over the surrounding surface in 
indefinite shades, you • could not then 
make a zinc etching from it, but it 
would reproduce by the halftone pro- 
noss.

Fig.-6'shows the engraver at his cam- 


era. The^'copy" has been tacked to the 
copy board (D) and a strong light is 
thrown upon it from two powerful elec- 
tric arc lamps, one .of which (E) is 
shown, while the other is hidden by the 
body of the camera.

piece of "copyvxmust be considered in- 
dependently of everything else. Exper- 
ience and skill alone can determine just 
what treatment to give each piece of 
copy to secure the best results. 


Stripping the Film. 


The operator removes, the plate holder 


to his dark room, takes out the sensi- 
tized plate and ('./elopes it in tho ordi- 
nary way. the latter part of ..the 
process being done in the daylight. It 
is now necessary to remove the film 
from this negative and transfer it to 
another piece of glass 
There .ire two 


reasons ior this: 


First. In order that the final print- 


ing in the newspaper shall be like the 
original copy, it is necessary that this 
film be reversed at this point in t.he 
process—that is. it must bo pcele'd off 
and turned face inward. 


Second. In order to expedite the gon- 


rk of the 


graver watches the progress of the etch- 
ing carefully so as to remove the plate 
before the acid shall have undermined 
.some of the finer dot areas/ In most 
cases, it is found best to give the plate 
more 
than 
'one "bite," that is, the 


acid must be given a chance to eat the 
open spaces still deeper, but in order 
that this may be done with safety, it is 
necessary that all added 
amount of 


melted 'firagon's .-blood 
surround 
the 


raised dots at the base and on. all sides 
as well as at the top. So the plate is 
lifted from the .acid bath, thoroughly- 
washed and-dried and then the powder is 
brushed against the raised, dots on four 
sides, the melting process being followed 
after each side has been attended to. 


Sawing and Routing. 


When the plate is completed as far as 


the etching is concerned, it is neces- 
sary then to saw it into the proper^ size 
and shape, using a high-geared circular 
saw (Fig. 14) operated by an individual 
motor. If several engravings have been 
made on the same sheet of zinc, they are 
sawed apart. If-the engraving is to be 
out-lined—that is, if 
certain 
portions 


covered by the screen dots 
must be. 


printed so as to show pure white, the 
plate goes to the routing machine^(Fig.

Here is the way this delicate opera-

In newspaper work, the engraving 
usually stops with the router, but in 
the case of outlined halftones, it^is 
necessary that the engraver, by the use 
of hand tools, finish the plate by trim- 
min.2 and cutting, placing a highlight 
here and there, and otherwise adding the 
touch which his ability may dictate. 


The plate is then ready for the printer. 


In commercial work for job printing or 
other purposes, it is the rule to mount 
all engravings on wood or metal—chiefly 
the former—to make them "type-high," 
but in the process of preparing stereo- 
typed newspaper plates, the engravings 
are left unmounted and are merely laid 
loose on a metal base which is locked in 
with the type.

What is a zinc etrnine? This question 
may host be answered hy referring to 
printed result*, thu? showing the differ- 
ence between the two.
